BRITAIN AND THE FALKLAND | 

ISLANDS, 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of 
the Falkland Islands proceeded 
to his diocese by the R.M.S.P.

It is interest- 
ing ta note that a service. in 
connection with the departure

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. °

Great Britain and the freedom of 
the seas >-—Regarding the freedom 
of the seas. England has no need 
to demand it of anyone. She 
already has it. and there is no 
one to dispute it with her. I have 
already told in «this very place 
how, and you applauded me, I}.

OROTESTS AGAINST SHIPPING 
CONTROL. 
The recent resolution .of “the 


North of England Steamship 
'| Owners’ 


Association urging the 
abolition of all control of industry 
has, says the Tines, now been 
followed by a somewhat similar 
one adopted at ‘a special meeting 
of the Cardiff Chamber of (Com- 
merce. The Cardiff resolution, 
urges the cessation of control, 
subject to the appointment of a 
local committee representative of 
the coal and shipping industries 
to “safeguard the requirements of 
British home industries’ and 
the export of coal to foreign 
countries.” Presumably this re- 
solution, like ‘that of the North 
of England owners, will come 
before the next Council meeting 
of the Chamber af Shipping of the 


October. Every one concerned 
with the welfare of British: ship- 
ping would like to see the present, 
system of direction of voyages 
removed, for it results in all kinds 
of inequalities: and anomalies. It 
means that some ownerships 
are placed in a position - to 
earn. considerably more ‘than 
others through no merit of their 
own. .Sucha system is bound to 
giverise to commentand criticism, 
especially as it benefits the 
foreign steamship owner at 
expense of the British aad 
But while much can be said in| 
favour of granting, freedom 
British shipping there is need, 2 
the interests of the British con- 
sumer, to guard against thedanger., 
of a rise in British freights’ 
to the foreign level which might 
conceivably. be -an immediate 
result of a complete withdrawal 
of control.
